Jaffa Is the seaport of Jerusalem 


now, 
Ju»t at it Was in the day* of 


Solomon when it received the cedar 
and pin« sent by Hiram of Tyre for the 
building of tht great temple in Jerusa- 


lem. 
Jaffa is tba, Joppa of the Scrip- 


tures, and It Is one of the oldest his- 
torical cltle» in the -world. It la de- 
scribed as a seaport of irni>ortdnce in 
existing tablets dating back 15 cen- 
turies before ChriBt. It is the reputed 
scene of the Ugend of Andromeda, and 
In Pliny's time tourists were shown the 
chains by which Andromeda was bound 
to the rock for the cruel monster after- 
wards slain t* Perseus 
Perhaps this 


Greek legend was the development of 
the yarns of Ionic sailor men who 
had hud adventures in landing: a cargo 
at his seaport of Canaan. For there 
was never a seaport which offered so 
few advantages and so many difficul- 
ties for manners 


Nearly all visitors to the Holy Land 


disembark at Jaffa, and the experi- 
ence is usually the most exciting and 
memorable of the whole journey 
to 


Palestine. There is no harbor, and 
the ships anchor In an open roadstead. 
Passengers are taken off in rowboats 
manned in crews of magnificently pro* 
portioned 
Arab boatmen who pilot 


their small craft through the channels 
betwstj, the rocks 
upon which the 


breakers Uab themselves into foam. 
In the best of weather the landing is 
sufficiently difficult to contain the 
element of, danger, and if there is the 
least wind disembarkation is impossi- 
ble. In such event the passengers are 
carried on northward to- Haifa at the 
foot of lit. Carmel. As it is only a 
morning's railroad Journey from Jaffa 
to Jerusalem, and as it is a three 
days' wagon Journey from Haifa to 
Jerusalem, most people prefer to risk 
the dangers of the Jaffa landing. 


Jaffa is associated in tradition and 


history with many of the giaatest men 
the world has known, but It was not 
visited, so far as is recorded, by Jesus. 
It was a chief city of the Canaanitisto 
retimes which preceded the Hebrew 
empire of David and Solomon, it wax. 
an important seaport ns«d by Alex- 
ander the Great, it was the scene of St. 
Peter's vision which caused him to In- 
clude the Gentilei within his mission, 
it was the port of entry of the success- 
ful Crtjttders during the Middle Ages, 
it was the base of operation! of 
Saladin when he expelled the Chris- 
tians fiom Jerusalem, it was an 1m- 
pOilant factor In the military opera- 
tions of the Mamelukes, -and it was 
the scene of the most disgraceful act 
In the career of Napoleon the Great.

does notrlnterfere in the least, how- 
ever, with the present fact that evety 
visitor to Jaffa Is shown the very 
house of Blmon the Tanner upon the 
roof of which St Peter saw the vision 
of the clean and the unclean beaits 
which was the beginning of his preach- 
ing to the Gentlies One Is shown ai*<i 
the house where Dorcas was restored^ 
to life by the prayers of the Apo*tle 
Peter. There Is no reasonable excuse 
for anyone's bellH-lna; in the_ authen- 
ticity of these houses, although the 
antiquarians agree that the site of 
the house by the sea In which lived 
Simon the Tanner, probably Is -vthe 
same as that of the modern house 
which the tourist now »co* as the fjrst 
sacred relic in Palestine. 


More Interesting than these spurious 


^ relies of the past are the three modern 


convents, Greek, T.atin «"d Armenian, 
and the modern schools. The Armen- 
ian corivent Is the one 
where 
the 


plarue sufferers and other Invalids 
were poisoned by order of Napoleon. 
These three convents show evidences 
of prosperity and modern advancement 
not seen elsewhere In the country. 
There Is an English Protestant school 
for girls and an English hospital, 
which have accomplished wonders In 
^ ,the emancipation of oriental girls from 
W the bondage of Ignorance and 
the 


chain* of oriental customs. 


Laces and ---.broidery. 


The Jaffa women are famous for their 


> laces and embroidery work, and the 


tourists are usually levied upon for 
the maintenance of this Industry- The 
hotel at Jaffa Is conducted on a semi- 
reltirious plan which serves at once to 
introduce tbe visitor to the sacred at- 
mosphere of the Holy Land and to re- 
call his half-forerotten Biblical history. 
The rooms In the hotel. Instead of 
belnjr numbered, are desiccated by the 
names of the Twelve Tribes of Israel 
and other Biblical names. The product 


>of the roll of which the Jaffa people, 


especially the Germans, are most proud 
Is a certain red wine known as "Jaffa 
Rot." 
Wherf one hears the Maltre d' 


Hotel ordering a bottle of Jaffa Rot 
sent to Manasseh and a caraffe of 
water to Issachar, one is tempted to 
believe that time has turned backward 
to the days of the patr*Teh*. 


But after all Jaffa 
Is interesting 


mainly In Us capacity as the seaport 
»f Jerusalem. Ope takes the train at 
the Jaffa station early In the morning 


t for the climb up the mountain to 
• ' Jerusalem. The Jou.hey lasts nearly 


lour hours, although the distance Is 
only G4 miles. AV first the train passes 
between orange a/eves and vineyards 
and a little later one Is whirled through 
the extensive olive gloves at the be- 
ginning of the rise to the hills. One 
IMS the site of the battle between St. 
George, the patron saint of England, 
,gnd the Draeon-r-fc battle perpetuated 
In baa relief upon every English gold- 
en sovereign. One sees through the 
ear windows the sites of many Cru- 
saders' battles, and several modern 
Jewish colonies, but It Is not long 
until the road reaches the mountains. 
Then here Is nothing to be seen e*» 
cept an occasional terraced farm on 
the hillside, a cave- in which Samson Is 
said to have been born and the hill 


"* where Samson slew the thousand men 


with the jawbone of an ass. 


But, nearlngr Jerusalem, the train 


•tops for a few minutes at the ctntlon 
Of Blttlr, whlrh Is the site of the last 
stronghold of the defenders of the Jew- 
ish nation. The modern Mo«lem village 
of Bittlr crowns the crest of a steep 
hill, to which approach is made over a 
paved Roman road still In good con- 
dition. It was here that the remnant 
of the Jewish army under the false 
Messiah, Barchochebas, made its last 
stand aralnst the legions of the Em- 
peror Hadrian in the year 1S4 a ren- 
jiratlon after the majority of the* Jews- 
had been scattered to the four quar- 
ters of the earth in the great dl»» 
perslon. 


The contrast between the rich orange 


groves and fruitful vineyard? of the 
eeastal plain »t Jaffa, and the barren, 
denuded hfllc about J«ru5atem is most 
striking. At Jaffa th<- people seem to 
live In happtnem, children latlRh and 
play In the «trpet« the market place 
ta crowded with busy men, and there 
Is not such n erreit difference from the 
ordinary aspects of life as seen in mod- 
ern cities.
